
BRAIN INJURY 
BOY’S PAYOUT 

Hospital trust agrees £2.4m settlement but denies liability 



A MOTHER has spoken of her relief 
after her son won a £2.4m payout 
nearly a decade after he was born 
brain damaged at Harlow’s Princess 
Alexandra Hospital. 

Robert Jackson, now aged nine, was 
awarded the sum after London’s High 
Court heard he suffered oxygen starvation 
during his delivery at the hospital in July 
1998 and is now afflicted by cerebral palsy 
which affects his powers of speech, co¬ 
ordination and comprehension. 

His twin William was born 42 minutes earlier 
in an entirely healthy condition but Robert was 
unable to breathe when delivered, required 


emergency resuscitation and was affected by 
periodic convulsions during his first 24 hours of 
life. 

Although a happy, outgoing boy who attends 
a mainstream local school, he is now stricken by 
developmental delay and speech problems and 
will need a carer in his adult life to help him 
cope with everyday challenges. 

Speaking after Monday’s ruling, his mother 
Penelope, of Home Close, Harlow, told the 
Star. A It has taken a long time but we are 
relieved it’s over. 

“It has been very stressful but we are pleased 
with the outcome.” 

Robert, via his mother, sought damages for 
negligence from the PAH NHS Trust, which 
denied liability for his injuries. 

The family’s lawyers claimed medical staff 


were to blame by failing to rush through an 
emergency caesarean section delivery after evi¬ 
dence of foetal distress came to light. 

Trust barrister John Whitting said the hospital 
still refuted all claims of breach of duty. 

Approving the payout, Mr Justice Roderick 
Evans said: “There can be no doubt that Robert 
has all the love and care he will ever need. 

“I hope that this money - which I understand 
is no compensation at all - will improve his 
quality of life and security, and also help those 
who care for him to care for him.” 

A PAH spokesman said: “The trust is satis¬ 
fied that the case has been settled without hav¬ 
ing a full trial. We sincerely hope that the settle¬ 
ment will be of benefit to Robert and his fami- 

iy”

The healthier options 


UNDER-18s felt to be at 
risk of becoming career 
criminals will be targeted 
as part of a radical new 
drive to slash prolific and 
serious offending being 
piloted in Harlow. 

Agencies in the town will 
swap details on youngsters in 
a bid to highlight those likely 
to follow a path of crime. 

Those thought to be at a high, 
medium or low risk of constantly 
offending will be offered a tai¬ 
lored programme of support and 
education designed to keep them 
on the straight and narrow. 

The year-long pilot, which was 
launched on Thursday, is part of a 
package drawn up by the 
Association of Chief Police 
Officers and the Youth Justice 
Board to cut future crime figures. 

Harlow chief inspector Mike 
Martin said: “It’s about being 
aware of youngsters who may be 
at risk of following a life of crime 
and giving them the support they 
need by intervention at an early 
stage. It is about stopping the 
cause of crime.” 

As well as Harlow and the rest 
of the Western Division, the

Neighbourhood Policing Youth 
Tool Kit has also been rolled out 
in three London boroughs. 

It assesses youngsters against 
24 so-called risk factors which 
cover a range of criteria, including 
whether the young person has 
been the victim of parental abuse, 
if they struggle at school and if 
they have already offended or 
abused substances. 

If they are shown to have been 
exposed to four or more of the 
factors, they are deemed to be at a 
high risk of offending. Harlow 
currently has 17 high risk young¬ 
sters. 

Commenting on the strategy, 
ACPO spokesman and Essex 
Police chief constable Roger 
Baker said it is vital that process¬ 
es are in place to identify young 
people early in their criminal 
careers. 

As well as the strategy, ACPO 
has also called for the extension of 
existing programmes such as the 
Safer School Partnerships in 
which officers are deployed in 
schools identified as most in need 
of a full-time police presence. 


Horse rescued 
after getting 
trapped in pit 

A PREGNANT horse had to be 
rescued after it jumped in to a 
4ft hole after being spooked by 
construction work. 

The mare was in a field in Fern 
Hill Lane, Harlow, when loud 
bangs coming from nearby 
contractors caused her to run 
into the shallow pit and become 
trapped. 

Firefighters worked for 30 
minutes to free her, first using a 
mini digger and then building a 
make-shift dirt ramp for her to 
walk up. 

She was led to safety using a 
head collar and lead rope and 
was checked over for injuries by 
an RSPCA inspector at the 
scene, who found her to be in 
good health. 

Firefighter Rob Heath, who 
attended the scene at about 
1.41pm Tuesday, said: “She had 
fallen in to the hole and had 
tried to get out by walking to 
one end but had got stuck. 

“We used the digger to move 
the mud from around her torso 
and we built a ramp. 

“With a smack on the bum and 
a ‘giddy-up’, she walked out 
without any help and didn’t 
have any injuries, which was 
obviously good.”

Brothels pair 
sent to prison 


AN Epping couple have 
been jailed for 18 months 
after being convicted of run¬ 
ning three illegal brothels. 

Taxi driver Anthony Pryor 
(59), of The Plain, and his 
Chinese-born wife Quing Hua 
Pryor (37) were sent down at 
Chelmsford Crown Court on 
Tuesday after a jury found them 
guilty on three counts of brothel¬ 
keeping for the use of prostitu¬ 
tion. 

The couple had both denied the 
charges, which related to premises in 
Braintree, Ipswich and Suffolk, 


claiming to have had no knowledge 
of any illegal activities at the sites. 

But Judge David Turner QC told 
the pair they were “up to their necks 
in it” and had used the properties 
“for their own seedy and depraved 
arrangements”. 

They were found to have engaged 
young female illegal immigrants in 
activities relating to prostitution and 
made a great deal of money from it. 

“These were shabby and shameful 
offences,” he added. “You contested 
them in front of a jury and lied and 
lied and lied about the details and 
your knowledge.” 

Prosecutor Stephanie Farrimond 
said the three establishments had 


been advertised as providing “Far 
Eastern Massage” or “Chinese 
Remedies” in local newspapers. 

When police raided the premises 
simultaneously on June 5, 2006 they 
found them to be sparsely furnished 
save for large quantities of condoms 
and cash, she said. 

Defence counsel Simon Stirling 
claimed the convictions had left 
Pryor a broken man facing “a very 
bleak future indeed”. 

Barbara Lockyer, for his wife, 
said: “She is someone who is here 
without permission to stay. She faces 
the prospect of being sent back to 
China and away from her husband, 
who she says she loves.” 


Crime blueprint

fears his health is suffering because of the 
stress of dealing with the situation which 
arose as he struggles to cope with the recent 
loss of his wife. 

“I can’t describe how worried and upset 
this has made me,” said Mr Walker. “It 
knocked me sideways and there’s absolutely 
no question that the stress of all this is hav¬ 
ing a bad effect on my health.” 

His ordeal began in September after pay¬ 
ing his quarterly gas bill as usual, only to 
receive a “nastily worded” letter in the post 
weeks later demanding payment. 

Mr Walker’s bank assured him the money 
had been transferred and soon after he com¬ 
plained to the gas firm his payment was 
“found” - but no apology for the error was 
forthcoming and he was offered a mere £10 
in compensation. 

But his worries were far from over and he 
received yet another letter earlier this month 


demanding money and threatening to cut off 
his gas supply for “failing to pay” his latest 
bill - despite confirmation again from his 
bank that the funds had left his account. 

“I think it’s sickening that they can treat 
loyal customers like this, added Mr Walker. 
“I’ve been with them for over 50 years and 
never missed a payment. 

“I dread to think how many other people 
up and down the country have been treated 
like this - there must be hundreds who have 
paid the same bills twice for fear of getting 
their gas cut off.” 

When the Star contacted British Gas for 
a response, the firm admitted it had mis¬ 
placed Mr Walker’s payments and promised 
it would not happen again. 

“British Gas would like to apologise to 
Mr Walker for the distress we have caused,” 
said a spokesman. 

“We believe that his payment was misdi¬ 
rected. We have now recovered the payment 
and no further letters will be sent to him. 

“We will call him to apologise and to 
explain what has happened.”

Epping Forest Council has 
received an application for a total 
of 351 homes, including landscap¬ 
ing and necessary infrastructure, 
from Bellway Homes. 

The application means the 
homes could be built on a five- 
and-a-half hectare site close to 
residents living in The Plain, who 
only have 21 days to register any 
objections. 

One resident of the Plain, who 
does not wish to be named, asked 


local people to rally around and 
express their disapproval of the 
plans. 

“Considering they have had 10 
years to sort out their plans, 21 
days for us to gather together and 
voice our opposition is simply not 
long enough,” she said. 

“It is a monstrous, huge devel¬ 
opment and I urge all residents to 
get in touch and let them know 
what they think.”

WE SAY 

D ECIDING if a child may 
become a future 
criminal on the basis of 
gathering information about 
their social background and 
other factors is bound to 
split opinion. 

What we do, who our parents 
are and what we have been 
exposed to as a child 
inevitably have an effect on 
the way we develop as 
citizens. 

And such a scheme could, in 
the right hands, be a useful 
tool for identifying 
deprivation, abuse and other 
risks to the young, allowing 
for timely intervention and 
guidance. 

But there are legitimate 
concerns about the risk of 
straight-jacketing an 
innocent with a damaging 
label long before they may 
or may not sink into 
criminality. 

Trustworthiness - as in so 
many other areas of our 
lives in which the 
establishment takes a 
controlling hand - is the key 
issue here. 

The Government's abject 
failure of late to keep our 
confidential details secure 
raises serious doubts about 
its ability to protect a 
database concerning 
society's most vulnerable 
members; if such sensitive 
information leaked out or 
was misused, it could clearly 
blight lives before they had 
even properly begun. 

Those tasked with 
administering this project 
owe it to all of us to ensure 
they earn our confidence - 
and keep it. 


Public control vital 
for crematorium 

SIR, UNISON members and staff attended 
the environmental committee meeting on 
the January 15 where councillors, with the 
honourable exception of Jean Clark, voted 
in favour of privatising Parndon Wood 
Crematorium and Cemetery following a 
very brief presentation from management. 
How can such a decision be made without 
any public consultation? This facility has 
been in the town for nearly 50 years and 
provides a tranquil resting place for 
people’s loved ones. The public have a right 
to be consulted, particularly those who have 
rights to burial plots and commemorative 
plots. Given the towns growing population, 
this facility is essential and should not be 
placed into the hands of profiteers. 

Parndon Wood generates a regular yearly 
income, this financial year estimated at 
£273,860. Why has the council not invested 
a certain proportion of this public revenue 
back into the facility to provide the 
required investment? A well-planned 
strategy together with proactive and 
efficient management would ensure that it 
remains self-sufficient and in the public 
domain. 

The council claims that £600,000 would 
have to be invested to upgrade cremator 
equipment to meet environmental 
standards; however, figures originally 
quoted in a report dated October 2006 were 
in the range of £300,000 to £600,000! How 
many estimates have been obtained? Is it 
just the one? Unfortunately, the committee 
refused to take questions from the public 
arena. 

The majority of cremator investment is not 
required until 2012; this is not a sudden 
requirement thrust upon the council - they 
knew about it some time ago and can still 
plan for this over the next four years. 

The facility charges £321 for a cremation 
service, one of the lowest fees in the 
country (Enfield charges £440, City of 
London £495). Please tell us what private 
company will invest hundreds of thousands 


of pounds, whilst paying the council the 
same levels of revenue, without putting 
fees up significantly to cover its own costs? 
Councillors were also advised that 
£250,000 would be spent this year on roof 
repairs, just before handing it over to a 
private operator; hardly good sense from a 
local taxpayers point of view! 

Enough is enough. Let’s call a halt to the 
continued erosion of the town’s public 
services; councillors should bear in mind 
that the local elections are not far away. 
UNISON will continue to oppose the 
privatisation of Parndon Wood.

All these achievements didn’t happen by 
chance. Phil has been an excellent 
manager, totally committed to The 
Playhouse, giving up an enormous amount 
of personal time in writing, directing, 
producing and acting in numerous 
productions. His creative energy, vision and 
integrity helped to harness enthusiastic 
support of staff, participants and 
supporters. 

The council’s loss is Burnt Mill’s gain. 
Good luck with the Phoenix Theatre 
School, Phil, and thank you.

Essex County Council 
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Tories wrong 
to 'downplay

HARLOW’S MP has accused 
local Conservatives of 
misleading residents regarding 
local NHS services.

AN extra 15 caravan 
pitches to house gipsies 
and travellers are expect¬ 
ed to be provided in 
Harlow by 2011 under 
controversial proposals. 

The East of England 
Regional Assembly has rec¬ 
ommended every local author¬ 
ity in the region should pro¬ 
vide at least 15 new pitches 
within the next four years - 
meaning Harlow could soon 
have 49. 

The plan aims to help meet a 
national shortage of pitches and 
improve the living conditions of 
travellers. 

The recommendations will now 
be submitted to the secretary of 
state for communities and local 
government before being pub¬ 
lished in late February for three 
months of public consultation. 

Harlow’s Conservative prospec¬ 
tive Parliamentary candidate 
Robert Halfon reacted with dis¬ 
may, branding the planned public 
consultation a sham and claiming 
the town already had more than its 
fair share of provision. 

“This is another case of the 
Government wanting to push 
through legislation without giving 
residents a real chance to have

their say on what is a highly con¬ 
tentious issue,” he claimed. 

Although the assembly is head¬ 
ed by Tories, Mr Halfon stressed 
he has never supported the idea of 
a regional assembly in the first 
place. 

Harlow MP Bill Rammell gave 
a cautious welcome but said he 
would still push for other towns in 
Essex to take more and so ease the 
burden on Harlow. 

“The reason for more legal 
pitches is to prevent the spread of 
unauthorised encampments which 
cause major problems for local 
residents,” he said. 

“Historically, Harlow and 
Epping Forest have provided their 
fair share while other districts in 
the county and region have not.” 

A spokesman for the Irish 
Traveller Movement In Britain 
said it hoped discussions and 
debates on the plans would be bal¬ 
anced. 

“More traveller sites are clearly 
needed - no one can deny that - 
and this is a win situation for 
everyone,” he said.

Brutal sibling 
loses bid to 
cut sentence 

A HARLOW man who 
viciously attacked his brother 
and punched him in the head as 
he lay unconscious has lost an 
appeal against his jail sentence. 
Alan Pidgeon, of Rundells, 
admitted affray at Chelmsford 
Crown Court in March last year 
and was jailed for two-and-a- 
half-years, including a year for 
two earlier counts of assault 
with actual bodily harm. 

His legal team challenged the 
sentence as ‘manifestly 
excessive’ but learned the 
appeal had failed at London’s 
Court of Appeal last Thursday. 
Mr Justice David Clark, with 
Lord Justice Tuckey and Mr 
Justice Coulson, said the 
savage attack could have 
caused brain damage to 
Pidgeon’s brother Clarry. 
Despite being headbutted by 
his brother, the judges agreed 
Alan Pidgeon’s reaction went 
way beyond self-defence. 

The court heard the brothers 
had fallen out over an assault 
nine months previously for 
which they were both jailed. 

Mr Justice Clark said Clarry 
Pidgeon told his father he was 
going to “smash Alan’s face 
in”. 

Alan Pidgeon, however, soon 
got the better of his brother and 
knocked him unconscious with 
a kick to the head. 

The two previous ABHs for 
which Pidgeon was jailed 
related to an incident in a 
nightclub, and included the 
assault over which he and his 
brother had fallen out.

PLANS to close a struggling junior 
school in Harlow and have it taken 
over by a more successful neigh¬ 
bour look likely to go ahead after a 
meeting of parents showed tacit 
support. 

Purford Green Junior and Infant 
schools would effectively merge under 
the proposals, with the junior school 
officially closing and the infant school 
taking on its pupils and premises to 
become a 210-pupil school. 

Essex County Council sees the move as a 
solution to problems at the junior school, 
which currently has no headteacher and is 
under an Office for Standards in Education 
notice to improve. 

By contrast, the infant school is considered 
to be thriving and the plans would see its gov¬ 
erning body and headteacher Viv Perry 
assume responsibility for both sites. 

At a meeting for parents last Tuesday, 
County Hall schools officer Graham Ranby 
outlined the benefits of the change, which will 
take effect from January next year if approved. 

He said it would overcome the difficulties 
of recruiting a new head for the small and 
poorly regarded junior school, bring about a 
consistent approach to teaching, increase the 
scope of extra-curricular activities and result

in efficiency savings. 

And he added that, although previous poli¬ 
cy would have been to close both schools in 
order to establish a new primary, the county 
council wanted to break with tradition by 
keeping one of them open. This is to reduce 
the impact on staff and avoid new Government 
rules insisting that contracts to run new 
schools are thrown up to private firms and 
charitable groups. 

During the well-attended meeting, parents 
asked about the future of the current school 
buildings and heard in the short term the new 
primary would continue to operate from the 
two existing sites but that it would be open to 
the governors to explore rationalisation 
options in the future. 

Mr Ranby added that redundancies of some 
support staff were possible but would be 
avoided if possible. 

Concerns were also raised about the merger 
leading to mixed year groups, but the meeting 
was told that because the annual intake would 
be cut from 45 to 30 children, the new school 
would be guaranteed to have seven separate 
year group classes. 

# THE public consultation ends today 
(Thursday). A final decision is due by May.

But Burnett Park resident Steve 
Slyth particularly remembers Peter 
Goodfellows, where he shopped and 
was employed for three years from 
1961, the year it opened under the 
clock in Market Square. The shop is 
now Yates Wine Lodge. 

“The shop was owned by Anthony 
‘Sid’ Wilson and managed by Joe 
Hall, of Fold Croft, for many years,” 
recalls Mr Slyth. “I was employed 
there together with Merv and Alan 
Jones, Denis O’Leary, Tom Hinge 
and Stuart Poulton. 

“We traded competitively with Eric 
Glanville’s. This was during the 
swinging sixties and as 
Goodfellows had branches in Park 
Lane W1 and Oxford Street, we 
always considered ourselves to 


stock the best in fashion. 

“The shop was always window- 
dressed by a leading West End 
window dresser and we took pride 
in its appearance.” 

Mr Slyth adds that among 
Goodfellows’ customers were Ben 
Hyde Harvey, who ran the Harlow 
Development Corporation and later 
had the Harvey Centre named after 
him, and Peter Davies, manager of 
the Odeon cinema. 

“We would often see Mr Davies 
because he used to buy a red 
carnation every day from Interflora 
next door, on his way to work,” he 
said. 

“Another memory from the time is 
Vinnie’s Burger Bar, which set up 
camp outside Goodfellows and was 
a popular night-time venue.”

New Town Act 1946, 
designating as the site of a 
New Town an area of land 


comprising approximately 
6,714 acres situated in the 
Urban District of 
Sawbridgeworth, the Rural 
District of Epping, and the 
Rural District of Ware, which 
land is shown on the map 
which was deposited with a 
copy of the Draft Order at the 
WVS office, High Street, 
Harlow; at the offices of the 
Epping Rural District Council, 
209 High Street, Epping; and 
at the Ministry of Town and 
Country Planning, 32 St 
James’s Square, SW1.”

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EU poll will 
give town 
treaty vote 


HARLOW is poised to become a 
testing ground over the UK’s 
future in the European Union. 

Eurosceptic group East of England 
For A Referendum hopes its landmark 
vote on Britain’s membership of the EU 
will pressurise Gordon Brown into hold¬ 
ing the national referendum he prom¬ 
ised in 2005. 

Every household in the district will be sent 
an “impartial” information pack on the con¬ 
stitution comprising arguments from both 
sides, a ballot paper and a freepost envelope. 

Electoral Reform Services will oversee the 
poll to ensure it is conducted professionally. 

The vote next month will form part of a 
first wave of referendums in a selected num¬ 
ber of constituencies throughout the country. 

Funding for the ballot was secured by 
Harlow Conservative prospective Parliamen¬ 
tary candidate Robert Halfon and a fundrais¬ 
ing drive by Colleen Morrison. 

Mr Halfon said everyone in the constituen¬ 
cy deserved a say on Europe and criticised 
Harlow MP Bill Rammell and the 
Government for reneging on their promises of 
a referendum at the last election 

“The EU constitution will fundamentally 
affect our rights and have massive implica-

tions on how we deal with asylum crime and 
a host of other areas,” he said. 

“This is simply a question of democracy. I 
am glad that we have managed to raise 
enough money to give the people of Harlow a 
chance to have their say and I hope Harlow’s 
views will apply pressure on Gordon Brown 
to hold the national referendum he promised.” 

Richard Howitt, Euro MP for Harlow, dis¬ 
missed it as a “crackpot scheme” orchestrated 
by “extreme, right-wing Eurosceptics” and 
said it would be neither fair nor independent. 

“I seriously doubt that anyone will even 
bother returning their vote - this is a phe¬ 
nomenal waste of time and money,” he said. 

Mr Rammell said very few of his con¬ 
stituents have raised concerns about the EU 
Treaty and felt the ballot was an “obsessive 
vendetta” against the EU by the Tories. 

“I do not support a referendum on this 
issue as this is not a major constitutional 
change,” he said. “The fact that Harlow 
Conservatives are supporting this ballot, a 
party financed by at least one millionaire 
donor who last year was talking of supporting 
UKIP, shows just how extreme Harlow 
Conservatives are.”

Must-have electrical 
equipment like flat-screen 
televisions, computer games 
consoles, DVD players and hi- 
fis are blamed for an increase 
in the size of a household's 
carbon footprint. 

This is the name given to the 
amount of energy we use. The 
smaller it is, the better for the 
environment. 

Research also warns that the 
carbon footprints of our front 
rooms are set to rise even 
further in the future as more 
and more power-sapping 
devices fill the shelves of our 
stores. 

Years ago families usually 
owned just one small TV set.

Big shopping spree 
bucks national trend

HARLOW has bucked the 
national Christmas 
shopping trend for faltering 
retail sales by recording an 
impressive 25 per cent 
increase in footfall in the 
past two years. 

One of two independent surveys 
undertaken in the town during 
December showed a remarkable 
upturn in the number of people 
pouring into the shopping 
centres in the run-up to the 
festive season. 

With 30 different counting points 
throughout the town, the 
comprehensive survey showed 
footfall in the Harvey Centre just 
topped counts at the Water Gardens, 
Harvey Centre Approach and Broad 
Walk. 

The second count, conducted by the 
Harvey Centre itself, confirmed the 
growth, recording a two-year 
improvement in the December 
figures of just under 27 per cent. 
The shopping centre welcomed 
almost 1.5 million shoppers through 
its doors in the four weeks before 
Christmas - culminating in a one- 
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; u 



week record of 435,609 visits. 

“We experienced a steady build-up 
of footfall prior to Christmas,” said 
centre manager Bryan Young. “The 
week directly before Christmas is 
always the busiest week of the year, 
but we recorded impressive figures 
throughout December.” 

Car park usage at the Harvey Centre 
and the Water Gardens was also up, 
while retail sales themselves defied 
bleak forecasts from the experts. 
Beryl Murphy, centre manager of 
The Water Gardens, confirmed after 
receiving positive feedback from 
her retailers that the council-funded 
complex “continues to be a 
successful and popular shopping 
destination”. 

She added: “Recent research 
suggests that The Water Gardens 
has also been successful at 
broadening its customer base across 
its catchment area by appealing to a 
wider spectrum of customers.” 

New town centre development 
manager Richard Dennery added: 
“These reports compare extremely 
well with the national scene. 
“According to the British Retail 
Consortium, it was the worst 
December for retail sales since 
2004, with a year-on-year increase 
of just 0.3 per cent, and a three 
month trend rate growth of just 0.8

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Schools share 
in £1bn worth 
of upgrading 


EVERY secondary school in 
Harlow is set to benefit from 
a £lbn countywide cash 
injection as part of a major 
scheme to bring buildings 
up to scratch. 

The programme is being man¬ 
aged by the county council and is 
expected to see all schools 
throughout the county rebuilt, 
remodelled or, where necessary, 
taken out of use. 

Work is scheduled to begin in 
2011 to spruce up Harlow’s quota as 
part of the £45bn national Building 
Schools Of The Future project. 

The scheme will affect every edu¬ 
cational institution in the county, 
with those in the south set to be 
among the first to benefit next year.

children and families cabinet mem¬ 
ber Tracey Chapman said: “The BSF 
project is the biggest single invest¬ 
ment in improving secondary school 
buildings in more than 50 years and 
represents tremendous news for the 
region. 

“While BSF is primarily con¬ 
cerned with improving the fabric of 
our schools, it also represents a cata¬ 
lyst for raising educational stan¬ 
dards. 

“The council has been working 
closely with the individual schools in 
the first wave to ensure their voices 
have been heard in the development 
of the business case.” 

About 10 per cent of the funding 


will be invested in infrastructure and 
interactive equipment which will 
play a key role in the future educa¬ 
tion of pupils. 

Details of the schools set to bene¬ 
fit most from investment have not 
yet been revealed but county council 
chiefs are due to submit an outline 
business case about the scheme to 
Government officials shortly. 

Primary schools are due to receive 
a funding boost in the future in the 
form of a national Primary Capital 
Programme. 

Jon O’Connor, director of Harlow 
Education Consortium, welcomed 
the funding and said he would wait 
to see how it would fit in with other 
projects, including the possible relo¬ 
cation of Passmores School. 

“The devil will be in the detail 
but, obviously, we always welcome 
investment,” he said.

“I WANT to be like one of 
those opera ladies what are 
good at dying,” says the eight- 
year-old terminally ill and 
autistic Spoonface. 

‘Oh dear,’ you’re thinking, ‘Oh 
deary me, no, no, no - that 
doesn’t sound like something I’d 
like to see at all; there’s too 
much suffering on the news 
already. 

“Let’s stay at home and watch 
Gareth Gates ice-skating instead.” 
Well, you’re gloriously wrong. This 
is very special indeed.

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FINALLY hitting the big screen on the 
back of one of the most frustratingly 
enigmatic marketing campaigns in 
cinematic history, this is the monster 
movie that everyone hoped Godzilla 
would be. 

But where Roland Emerich’s impossibly 
expensive film flopped under the weight of its 
own hype, Matthew Reeves’ innovative horror 
gem Cloverfield looks set to revitalise the 
ailing genre for the YouTube generation. 

Largely shot on point-of-view hand-held cameras, 
this is a veritable synthesis of three cultural 
touchstones - The Blair Witch Project , 9/11 and an 
obsession with Japanese horror, which collide to 
create something that feels completely unique yet 
harrowingly familiar.

Essential Eels: Volume 1- 


1996-2006. (album, Universal) 


The first best-of CD with a bonus of brilliant B-sides, this is 
everything you’d expect from an album spanning the first decade of 
the band’s brilliant career. With their unmistakable sound and 
heavyweight lyrics, the track listing takes you on a journey from one 
musical masterpiece to another, starting with early work such as 
the acclaimed debut Beautiful Freak.

Another hard day's night in Russia 


DAY WATCH 

(20th Century Fox Home Entertainment, 15, retail & 
rental) 

Feast your eyes and strain your brain with this sequel 
to the Russian fantasy hit Night Watch that’s every bit 
as visually flashy and unnecessarily confusing as its 
predecessor. 

It’s probably a good idea to view the original again 
directly before tackling this ongoing saga, although 
the plot still likes to tie itself in gleefully random 
knots. 

The ages-old truce between the forces of good and 
evil is under threat once more in Moscow as Day 
Watch agent Anton attempts to save his son from 
seduction by the dark side, a quest hampered when 
he’s apparently framed for a series of murders of 
prominent Dark Others. 

Further complicating matters is the struggle of the 
parties to lay their hands on the preposterously 
named Chalk Of Destiny, with which the future (or is 
the past or present?) can be rewritten. 

Director Timur Bekmambetov is far more interested 
in marshalling big set-piece stunts and effects 
sequences to a throbbing metal soundtrack, all of 
which makes it feel a bit like one huge music video 
compilation of bits from other films, with cars roaring 
along the sides of buildings for no reason other than 
it looks cool, flying spheres turning all in their path 
into colanders and road chases casually defying all 
laws of physics.

FLAVIA, THE HERETIC 

(Shameless, 18, retail) 

To count Gianfranco Mingozza’s notorious 1974 film 
(here completely uncut) among the nunsploitation 
sub-genre’s usual sacrilegious Sapphic fumblings is 
understandable but also something of an injustice to 
a gripping piece of historical film-making. 

Condemned to a 16th century convent by her brutal 
and oppressive father, Flavia (Florinda Bolkan) leads 
an unexceptional life (well, beyond the odd fantasy 
about St George) until the place is invaded by a 
roving tarantula cult, their frenzied ecstasies inciting 
one of the sisters to fall under their libidinous spell. 
But when the poor sufferer is taken off to be tortured 
to death, something snaps inside dutiful Flavia and 
she begins to question the very nature of the male 
hierarchy that keeps women confined in such an 
unnatural way, her struggle for understanding 
opening her eyes to the quiet madness of many of 
her fellow sisters masquerading as deep devotion. 
Fleeing with a friendly and protective Jewish scribe, 
she is caught and beaten at her father’s behest, so 
consolidating her desire for freedom and revenge - 
both of which come in the form of an invading force 
of Muslim warriors led by Ahmed (Hammer protege 
Anthony Corlan, before he reverted to Anthony 
Higgins and starred in The Draughtsman’s Contract). 
Allowing herself to be seduced by him, Flavia takes 
up the sword and dons armour like some inverted 
Joan of Arc to lead a savage attack on the convent 
and destroy her male oppressors in a welter of gore. 
Be warned that there are some pretty extreme 
moments of violence more typically at home in a 



video nasty, but look around and beyond that and 
you’ve got a handsomely mounted, beautiful-looking 
and absorbing slice of historical savagery with a 
strong feminist sub-text - certainly a thousand miles 
away from the usual diet of softcore naughty nuns 
you might have anticipated, and all the better for it.

INGMAR BERGMAN’S THE FAITH 
TRILOGY 

(Tartan Video, 15, retail) 

Ingmar Bergman made his Faith Trilogy between 
1961-63 as a tool with which to examine the nature of 
faith itself and of Man’s spiritual relationship with his 
fellows and with God, resulting in three films of a 
bleak but harrowing beauty. 

Through A Glass Darkly (1961) is a sombre study of 
mental disintegration as Karin (the hypnotic Harriet 
Andersson) returns home to Faro from electro-shock 
treatment and now apparently stabilised. 

As it becomes apparent she is fast unravelling, 
Bergman masterfully invokes her plight while looking 
at the impact it has on those around her, namely her 
husband (Max Von Sydow), remote father and 
insecure younger brother. 

In an effective touch reminiscent of Poe’s The Fall Of 
The Flouse Of Usher (itself a tale of mental 
disintegration in a dysfunctional family), the aural 
acuity Karin experiences is inflicted on the viewer, the 
greatly amplified and distorted world of sound she 
inhabits realised to most unsettling effect. 

Winter Light (1962) is a more simple and direct story 
of faith under pressure as a local priest undergoing a 
spiritual crisis due to “God’s silence” has his beliefs 
left in shreds by his inability to bring comfort to a 
suicidal parishioner (Von Sydow) who sees no 
purpose in living in a world in which nuclear death 


may fall from the skies at any moment. 

The Silence (1963) is by far the most despairing and, 
in some respects, least cerebral of the three films, 
with two sisters torn apart by their differing needs to 
fulfil their deepest desires, their conflicting natures 
and estrangement viewed through the eyes of the son 
of the youngest. By no means an easy film to watch, 
it’s also noteworthy for a frank sexuality that was 
fairly strong in its day.

MANHATTAN BABY 

(Shameless, 18, retail) 

Lucio ( Zombie Flesh Eaters) Fulci’s supernatural film 
is described with refreshing candour on the back of 
the sleeve: "... we’re still struggling to understand 
what the hell goes on in this movie!” 

Fair enough, because plotting was never one of the 
Italian gore-meister’s strongest suits and here it’s as if 
he can’t really be bothered at all, starting with a 
young girl and her father inexplicably encountering 
some sort of evil spirit in Egypt and inadvertently 
taking it home with them to Manhattan. 

Once in the Big Apple, it seems happy enough to start 
randomly killing people in all sorts of inventive ways, 
invoking cobras to give them a bloody peck on the 
cheek, turning them into a room full of sand and 
dropping them down an elevator shaft. 

A bit half-hearted, too willing to rip off The Exorcist 
and often far too uneventful, Manhattan Baby is more 
entertaining than you might expect, helped out 
significantly by Guglielmo Mancor’s classy 
photography, some quality music from Fabio Frizzi 
(which sounds suspiciously recycled from Fulci’s 
zombie epic The Beyond , made just the year before) 
and several schlocky effects sequences.
